Antarctic Enterprise. 

The English Government Discovery ships, Ere- 
bus and’ ‘Terror, commanded by Captain’s Ross 
‘and Cozier, returned home last month, after a

and in making occasional discoveries of land. 
One of the most interesting facts diselosed by 
their voyage, is thus related :

Our eye fell upon an article 
headed, “Slavery—Mr. Clay” —and as we perus- 
ed the first and second paragraphs, we began to 
feel grateful. to our neighbors that at last their 
manly indignation was about to find vent. They 
|modestly disclaimed all merit for their fearless ex- 
posure of the encroachments of slavery, and bold 
denunciations of its evils. They rose above the 
carpings of their timid friends, and censures. of 
bitter foes. They wereresolved to continue in 
this noble course, and abide the decision of their 
readers, They not only contended for the right, 
but the propriety of discussion on this subject.— 
Any effort to trench upon this liberty, through a 
tyranical public opinion, or otherwise, come from 
what quarter it might, they would resist with ae 
steady a zeal, asi 
privileges of every American:—and soon. Af- 
ter such dreadful note of preparation, thought we, 
let slavery stand from under—now lookout for an 
avalanche! But, what.a mistake! Forthwith fol- 
lowed a half column of about as severe denunci- 
ation of anti-slavery men, as it has lately been 
our lot to notice. Our neighbors had marshalled 
their forces in battle array advanced:ten paces 
towards the Bastile of Slavery, cocked their mus- 
kets, and taken aim, when suddenly, “right about 
face!” was the word, and the whole volley was 
discharged upon the pestilent abolitionists! 

Let us say to the Gazette—-the surgeon that is 
forever polishing his.instrument, without attempt- 
ing to extirpate the cancer, might as well let his 
blade grow rusty. He who is forever asserting 
his rights, without exercising them, might as well 
be without them. He, who is always claiming 
the courage to speak against slavery whenever he 
pleases, and yet devotes himself assiduously to 
denunciations of iis opponents, will never be 
out-lawed for his anti-slavery.

Literary Institutions. . 
The literary societies of Cincinnati do not 
evince so much activity the present year as they 
have shown for several years past. We suppose 
this is owing mainly to the fact that their lectures 
were thinly attended last. winter; but this, with

‘Slavery, being, in the language of Judge Mc- 
Lean, “founded im oppression, in wrong, in power 
against right,” can have no foundation: in natural 
‘right, but nvust exist solely by virtue of munici- 
pal law. Hence, it is impossible. that it should 
prevail beyond the jurisdiction of the territory 
whose laws create and establish it. On this prin- 
ciple, the slave, who passes from the slave States 
into Canada, is a free man, He passes from a ter- 
‘ritory, which suspends his natural right, toa 


comes free. On thesame principle, a slave car- 
ried out of Louisiana toa foreign country, may 
bring suit forhis freedom, if brought back, and 


highest court. of that State. “Once a slave:al- 
ways a slave,” though a favorite saying with the 
Hon. Wm. Southgate in a recent exciting trial, 
is a maxim repudiated by the highest judicial au- 
thoritiess of the slave States themselves. 

On this principle, in the absence of any author- 
itative law to the contrary, a slave introduced in 
any way, into Ohio, from any part of the country, 

or the world, would be free of right and: in fact. 
But, in addition to this principle, we havea 
positive enactment against slavery in the Con- 
stitution of our State, which declares— 

“There shall be neitherslavery nor involunta- 
ry servitude in this State, otherwise than for the 
punishment of crimes’ whereof the party shall 
have been duly convicted.” 

Beyond all cavil, in view ot this principle and 
this enactment, it is absolutely. impossible; for any 
form of slavery to exist for a moment in Ohio, 
unless indeed a limitation be imposed upon them, 
by a higher authority than the sovereign 
power of this State. Such a limitation we find 
in the Constitution of the United States, which 
prohibits the State from passing laws to release 
any person eseaping into its bounds, from:service 
or labor due under the laws of any other State. 
The provision is designed, not to establish sla- 
very throughout the States; not to enable the 
master to exercise his right as such every where 
in the Union; not to give him the right to hold 
his slave as such in a free State; or even to se- 
cure to him the right of transit. Nosuch thing was 
intended or expressed, impliedly or otherwise. 
It simply grants him the naked right to recapture 
his slave, who escapes from the State: in which he 
is held to service by the laws thereof, into any oth- 
er State. This is the sole grant; and, as itis a 
grant against natural right; as it is a limitation 
on State sovereignty;—it must be construed 
strictly—so that, the Constitution of Ohio, and 
the great principle to which we have referred, in 
all other cases than the single one specified in 
the Federal Constitution, must have full and per- 
petual operation. The inference is irresistible— 
any slave, passi porg, lev Ohio, by any other way, 
than by escape the State in which he is held 
toservice, isin right andin fact Frez. This is 
conclusive against all arguments founded on what 
is called comity. Where the law is ambiguous, 
the camity of nations may authorize that inter- 
pretation, which will most tend to good neigh- 
borhood, unless at the same time it violate nat- 
ural right. But, where law is express, and ab- 
solute in its terms, where it is the supreme law of 
a State, and its principle is sanctioned by natu- 
ral right, it is absurd to-think of subjecting it to 
the modifying influences of comity. 

We need hardly state, that the law which 
must govern im cases, where a slave is brought 
into the State, has already been declared by the 
Supreme Court of Ohio; our remarks aye in strict 
accordance with the decision of this high tribu- 
nal. If any question be made of this, the author- 
ity will be produced.

"Progress. 
Progress, when teal, is apt to. be ‘gradual.— 
Society is not renovated by spasmodic efforts:| 
sudden.revolutions are to be distrusted. The' 
‘presumption is, that they rest upon no wide+| 
spread conviction of fundamental principles.— 
The political revolution, in 1840 was of this 
kind—and what were its fruits? The somerset 


and what have been its fruits? It would seem as 
lif we were on the eve of another change, no 
less unexpected. Why these sudden popular 
revolutions? There is no principle in the case— 
‘there is evidently a large class of people without 
a fixed political belief, ever ready for change, 
just as capriee or some illusory prospect of tem+ 
porary benefit, may tempt. 

It was for this reason, we said the other day, 


as large as we could desire. Had it been great- 
er, we should have presumed the influence of 
merely temporary causes. As itis, we suppose 
it is the legitimate product of the spread of our 
principles. These principles are comparatively 
new tothe public mind, It is unreasonable to 
expect immediate assent to their truth; and 
when assent is secured, we must make large al- 
lowances for the operation of causes unfavorable 
to consistent action in accordance with them, 
At times, these causes will be so potential, as to 
arrest progress, or perhaps occasion recession ; 
but as they are temporary, their influence must 
be limited; while the principles we contend for, 
being true, must operate with a steady force 
on the public mind, accumulating power from the 
very obstacles. which retard their action.
